It has been found in the 
northwest States that the danger oi 
extinction of prairie chicken is a 
real and menacing one, and found 
s0 by no less an authority than Dr. 
William 'T, Hornaday, the well-known 
game conservationist. The situation 
is looked upon as so serious that it 
is made a subject for discussion in 
the editorial columns of the United 
States press. The government is ev 
en being urged to declare a clos ot 
season to preserve the species.
